(2) Gradual permeation of the 
German people by the "Steal Helmets" organization 
in order to prevent any hostile movement on the part 
of the people and to prepare for tha seizure of politi¬ 
cal power. (J) A victorious war against Poland. 

(4) Seizure of political power by the victorious army. 

(5) Establishment of a military State with the sup¬ 
port of tha "Steel Helmets." 

There may be nothing serious in prospect as a re¬ 
sult of the operations of the militaristic element; but 
its plan of campaign might develop n state of mind 
that the Government would have to daal with if Dr. 
Stresemann'* peaceful ambitions are to coma to any¬ 
thing practical.
